VALLEY OF THE KINGS, Luxor. 
Egypt. 
May 
5.—Members 
of the 
American Archeological Mission who 
are assisting the discovers of King 
Tutanwhamun's tomb in identifying 
preserving and packing the amazing­ 
ly rich collection of antiques remov­ 
ed from the burial chamber of the 
Pharaoh, are making rapid progress 
in their work and hope soon to leave 
on their annual visits to the United 
States. 
They will return to Luxor 
in the autoumn when the tomb is re­ 
opened. 
Most of the articles taken from 
the royal mortuary chamber are now- 
ready for shipment to the Cairo Mu­ 
seum. 
There is little chance that 
any of these 
mementoes 
w-ill find 
their way to American, 
or 
indeed 
British museums. For the Egyptian 
law prescribes that all objects found 
in royal tombs shall remain in the 
country as the property of the Egypt­ 
ian government. 
The Britons who 
discovered the tomb must find their 
reward in the personal satisfaction 
of having added so signally to the 
world's knowledge of life on the Nile 
3,350 years ago. They have taken no 
article from the tomb as their per­ 
sonal property. 
And they have an­ 
nounced they do not intend to do so. 
The American expert’s compensa­ 
tion will be even less. They are aid­ 
ing their British colleagues without 
a penny of remuneration. And they 
have done by far the greater part 
of the important work of conserving 
the hundreds of fragile objects found 
in the tomb. 
It mar be said that 
without their 
help 
these 
articles 
would have perished. 
While Lord Carnarvon lay serious­ 
ly 111 In Cairo, Carter w-as working 
night and day to complete the cata­ 
loging and packing of the articles be­ 
fore the torrid heat of the Egyptian 
summer ensues. 
As a reward for 
their season’s work, he has given his 
Egyptian laborers and diggers, who 
number nearly a hundred, small hon­ 
orariums of money and food. 
Four 
of the laborers promptly used the 
money to purchase additional wives, 
although they are already married. 
The slave system still prevails in 
th'' interior of Egypt, and the women 
go to the highest bidders.

MINNEAPOLIS. May

(By W. T. Angle, County Agent) 
Friday, May 4th was the occasion 
of 150 Pettis County cattle feeders 
with a few visitors from surioundiog 
counties visiting the farms of George 
Callis, John A. Fowler, J. F. McAn- 
inch. Das McClure and D. Powell. 
Each of tho abox* have kept def­ 
inite and complete cost records of 
their feeding operations 
since 
the 
purchasing of their cattle 
last fall. 
These records have been kept in co­ 
operation with the State College of 
Agriculture with the United 
States 
Department of Agriculture cooperat­ 
ing. 
The visitors assembled at Hughes­ 
ville High School at 
9:30 
in 
the 
morning and made their first visit to 
George Callis' farm, one mile East of 
Hughesville 
at ten 
o’clock. 
Mr. 
Callis showed 68 head of cattle that 
had been wintered on clover hay and 
corn fodder which weighed last fall 
1025 pounds apiece. 
These cattle 
were grazed, Mr. Callis says, until 
December when they were pjit on 
hay and 
corn fodder. 
The 
final 
weight of these cattle was 1225 
pounds, 
showing 
a gain 
of 
200 
pounds per head in 190 days, or 1.05 
pounds per day. 
The cost 
of IOO 
pound gain after credit had been giv­ 
en for pork gain and manure 
was 
$13.40. 
These cattle to break even 
today would necessarily have to sell 
for $7.86 per cwt. on the farm. Tile 
price put on these cattle by W. VV. 
McClure of the Gibson-McPherson- 
Sutter Commission firm and Cal Sit- 
ton, of the Producers 
Live 
Stock 
Commission Association both of St. 
Louis, was $8.40 cwt. in St. Louis. 
South of Mr. Callis* farm one mile j 
the tourists visted John A. Fowler's 1 
farm where forty head of cattle were 
observed the initial weight of which 
last fall was 842 pounds. 
Th*» final j 
weight was 1175 pounds with a gain J 
of 333 pounds per head. 
This was 
an average of 1.4 pound per day. Mr. i 
Fowler's ration after taking them off 
of grass consisted of clover hay and 
corn. 
The figures 
show that

hen! of cattle would have to sell for 
$7.49 cwt. in the lot to break even.' 
The estimated 
price 
these 
cattle 
would bring in St. Louis was $8.15 
per cwt. leaving a margin of 66 cen*.* 
cwt.

which was the lowest cost per cwt.* 
pounds gain of any cattle seen. This 
was perhaps due to the fact that Mr.

er added soybean, hay, silage and cot 
ton seed meal. 
The cost per IOO 
pound gain was $11.22. The average 
daily gain was 1.34 pounds for 217 
days. These cattle, according to the 
records, would necessarily have 
to 
sell for $7.15 to pay for feed 
cost. 
The price they were appraised at 
was $8.30, leaving a margin of $1.14 
per cwt. which was the largest profit 
shown by any herd visited. 
The next place visited was Das 
McClure’s, who had taken part 
of 
his cattle to pasture and the com­ 
plete weights upon which were not 
available. 90 head of his 153 head 
were observed and the price placed 
on these cattle was $8.15 per cwt. As 
soon as these cattle are weighed up 
complete records will be available.

From here the final stop was made 
at D. Powell's where 38 head of the 
fattest cattle observed were 
seen. 
These cattle had made a gain of 1.6 
pounds per day, the largest gain of 
any herd visited at a cost of $13.57 
per cwt. 
These cattle had received 
a heavy ration of corn and a limited 
amount of clove” hay. The necessary 
selling price was $8.16 in the 
lor. 
The appraised value was $9.00 per 
cwt. in St. Louis. This left a margin 
of 84 cents per cwt. for marketing. 
At this time a few remarks were 
made by visitors and the tour

The Romans 
used jars which often hold more than j 
a hundred gallons. 
They were large 
enough for two or thre^ children to 
get in at once. I wonder if they were 
ever used for playing hJde-and-seek. 
Sometimes the grape* vines were 
held up by poles r.nd crc ss-pieces, as 
is the case almost everi"where now- 
&da>s. 
In Roman times it was also 
a common custom to lot the vines

same space upon the ground, leaving 
the ground for other crops 
to be 
grown between the poles. 
Where 
poles are scarce, the simplest way to 
grow pole beans is to ret posts at 
each end of .»*e ro xvwhera they are 
to grow, stretch a wire from the top 
of one post to the other and a simi­ 
lar wire about six inches from the 
ground, tying stout cords 
between 
the wires fo the vines. 
The bottom 
wire may be ommitted and a small 
stake may be plarcni by eich plant 
to which to tie the string. 
The poles should be set about two 
feet underground and five feet above 


ground for convenience in picking. 
The plants should 
be six Inches 
apart. 
Soil for string beans should be 
very rich. 
It cannot be made 
too 
rich. One of the most effective ways 
to grow polo string beans is to pile 
well rotted manure about the stakes 
as they are being set in the ground, 
covering the manure with from four 
to six inches, of soil. Plant the beans 
four to a hill about the pole or in a 
row w ith strings as Indicated. 
Foie 
string 
beans, 
like 
limas, 
should be planted eye down to give 
the highest percentage of gem in a­ 
tion . The pole varieties of string 
beans are believed to be somewhat 
more tender than the dwarf or bush 
beans and usually are planted a little 
later.

BOY SCOUTS1 CORNER 


Fight Rate Reduction 
. NEW 
ORLEANS 
May 
5.—The 
choice between cheaper and better 
transportation in our national rail­ 
way policy is the big question of the 
-day, C. H. Markham, president of 
th e Illinois Central Railroad, told the I 
tenth annual foreign trade conven-1 
tion here yesterday. 
* * “ Your secretary has referred to I 
thp need for cheapen and better trans - 1 
portation. 
I wish he bad placed the 
better ahead *.l the cheaper, as in­ 
dicating the side of the alternative! 
^that ought to be attended to first,’* 
said Mr. Markham. 
; “No reduction in 
rates is 
worth I 
while if it wrecks our railroads;*• Mr. 
^Markham added. 
“If any immediate 
cheapening of railway rates 
is de­ 
sirable, the way for the public to a t-1 
fain it is to help the railroads cut < 
down operating costs and taxes, the J 
-latter a burden 
of 
ever increasing 
size. 
: 
“Despite occasional 
reverses 
oc­ 
curring in years of depression, pro­ 
duction and commerce are increas­ 
ing. 
Between 1911 and 1920, for ex­ 
ample, the number of tons hauled 
one mile by the railroads increased 
approximately 62 per cent. 
In the 
same period of time the aggregate 
tractive power of 
the 
locomotives 
owned by the 
railroads 
increased 
only 44 per cent, and the aggregate 
capacity of the freight cars increased 
only about 26 per cent. The arrested 
expansion of the railroads has taken 
place Just at the time of increased 
expansion of almost every other line 
•f American business. 
Three human factors 
clamor for 
attention in any solution of the rail­ 
way problem. They are the patrons, 
who receive transportation 
service 
and pay for it in freight rates 
and 
passenger fares; the employes, who 
provide 
the 
service 
and 
receive 
wages for so doing; and the owners, 
who Invested In the properties and 
who profit by the return, if any is 
realized. At present the benefits ac* 
cruring to these groups are fairly well 
divided, although the owners have 
been receiving a constantly decreas­ 
ing proportion. 
If any readjustm ent 
is to be made under present condi­ 
tions, It m ust be corefully handled if 
the prevailing balance is not to be 
disturbed. 
“If transportation charges are to 
be appreciably reduced at present it 
will be done at tile expense of the 
railroad owners or their employes or 
both. 
If it is at the expense of the 
employes, there will be further labor 
unrest and consequent Interruptions 
of service by strikes or breakdowns 
in morale, lf It is at the expense of 
the owners, there 
will be 
prompt 
cessation of the railway projects for 
improved service already launched. 
E ither situation promises trouble for 
those who expect to benefit perm an­ 
ently by a reduction in rates. 
“My message to you is to build, 
not to tear down; to plan for next 
year and for ten years from now, 
rather than merely for 
tomorrow; 
and I promise you that the genius 
which 
made 
American 
railroads 
great in the earlier days will become 
evident again, to the lasting benefit 
of us all."
